Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 

disclosure. The abstract should be in narrative fomri and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words, it is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on 
the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often 
used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract 
should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is 
a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

Schroeder teaches of a system and method of creating, storing and updating of 
the customer's (i.e. client) contact information including name, address, email, IP 
address, etc. into databases located on a server. 

• updating the one of the plurality of address contact information by the one of the 
plurality of address clients; and (Schroeder, col. 7, lines 45-50; col. 14, lines 7-29) 
Schroeder teaches of a system and method of creating, storing and updating of 
the customer's (i.e. client) contact information including name, address, email, IP 
address, etc. into databases located on a server. 

• viewing the plurality of address contact information by the plurality of address 
clients. (Schroeder, col.2, lines 11-44; col.7, lines 36-44; col. 18, line 67 -coI.19, 
line 5; col.26, lines 11-28) 
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Schroeder teaches of a system and method of tracking and viewing of the 



customer's (i.e. client) contact information including name, address, email, IP 



address, etc. from databases located on a server.
